RADAR DECREED! 


AIRLINERS UNDER 
NEW FAA RULE 


No Alcoholic Beverages 
to Be Consumed Ex- 
cept Those Served by 
Carrier — Fines for 
Violators. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9—Two 
new rules designed to increase 
air safety were announced today 
“by the Federal Aviation Agency. 

One requires that most of the 
nation’s airlines be equipped 
with airborne radar to enable 
pilots to detect and avoid severe 
‘weather conditions. 

The other provides that no 
alcoholic beverages except those 
served by the carrier may be 
consumed by passengers and pro- 
hibits serving drinks to persons 
who appear to be intoxicated. 

The radar timetable sets next 
- July 1 as the deadline for in- 
_ ‘stallation in all jet and turbo- 
prop planes used in passenger 
service. Douglas DC-6 and DC-7

Leslie Parnas was soloist at 
yesterday afternoon’s concert 
given by the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra. As his performance 
coincided with the first appear- 
ance in St. Louis of the conduc- 
tor, Paul Kletzki, the audience 
had the benefit of a first-rate 
double attraction. The concert 
‘was played in the Khorassan 
Room of the Chase Hotel, a fact 
that militated against an opti- 
mum projection of volume, tex- 
ture and nuance, 


Parnas was. presenting the 
Dvorak Cello Concerto in B 
Minor in a manner that reveals 
its best qualities. His beauty of 
tone, though diminished some- 
what, was rich enough to convey 
the warmth of the material 
which, as in most of Dvorak’s 
music, was an idealization of his 
homeland’s natural musical 
speech, 

It was sometimes necessary to 


call on one’s memory of other 
performances by Parnas to re- 
alize the full value of his ex- 
pansive crescendos and the de- 
grees of his shading and timing. 
His fluency of line was always 
apparent, however. The legato 
passages were invariably’ ele- 
gant in their smoothness and his 
handling of the bow assured the 
right punctuation for a_sensi- 
tively conceived phrasing. 

The orchestra and conductor 
made a notable contribution to 
the performance with a_ tonal 
and rhythmic vitality. When 
playing alone, the orchestra 
made the most of it but always 
kept to a discreet balance when 
the Solo instrument was in the 
foreground,

que and the Moussorgsky-Ravel 
“Pictures From an Exhibition,” 
Kletzki was more successful in 
coping with the unfavorable 
acoustic propesties of the hall 
than any other conductor who 
has attempted it.
